Vaccination Recommended 


Said the last paragraph of a directive 
issued by Ashley Trimble Cole, chairman 
of the New York State Racing Commis- 
sion: 

“While it is the opinoin of the health 
authorities that the transmission of  en- 
cephalomyelitis from horse to horse. or 
to man is extremely unlikely to occur, the 
commission is of the opinion that an in- 
cidence of such disease at one of our race 
tracks would have a bad effect upon 
public opinion and attendance. which is 
not yet fully informed with respect to the 
generally accepted position regarding its 
transmission. Accordingly. the commis- 
sion again strongly recommends the pre- 
scribed vaccination.” 

There is one improvement over the 
posistion the commission took last year 
at the time of an outbreak of encepha- 
lomyelitis in New Jersey. The commission 
now admits an awareness of the fact that 
the horse is not responsible for the spread 
of the disease. The next question is 
whether it is better to cater to ignorance 
than to provide information. 


Operation Cut-Back 


Howard A. Jones, Chicago advertising 
executive, popped into Lexington for a 
few hours in order to meet with Joe Her- 
nandez, of California, who will help him 
in the reduction of his racing stable. 


Jones plans to cut back to a few fillies. 

Most of the Jones mares are on a farm 
near Keeneland, which the Chicagoan has 
had under lease for several years from 
William B. Gess, Lexington attorney. 
“As a result of the press of business, I 
didn’t get to see my horses race even 
once for a period of many months last 
year.” said Jones. “That is why I am cut- 
ting dewn on the racing stable, turning 
more to breeding. I enjoy horses too much 
to give them up altogether.” 


Steelway to P. A. 


Steelway Farm, 620 acres near Paris, 
Ky., has been purchased by Perne L. Gris- 
som. of Detroit, according to Previews, 
Inc.. an international real estate clearing 
house. 

Offered at $565.000, it was sold by Re- 
public Steel Corporation of Cleveland to 
Grissom “at close to the asking price,” 
according to Robert E. Reilly, Chicago 
regional manager to Previews. 

Republic Steel had maintained Steel- 
way as an experimental center for the 
development of new uses of steel in agri- 
culture. Improvements include a Colonial 
mansion, built in 1941 of native stone, 
guest house and office combined with a 
4-car garage, staff house, a 2-story mana- 
ger’s residence, 7- tenant houses, and 
more than 30 buildings for cattle and 
horses.

Los ANGELES, A. B. Hancock Jr.. mas- 
ter of Claiborne Farm in Kentucky. has 
every reason to regard Hollywood Park as 
one of his favorite tracks. His first visit 
to the track of the lakes and flowers was 
during World War II. he was attached to 
an air base at Wilmington. Calif. He came 
, out one afternoon with his colonel, whom 
he talked into betting on a filly by *Blen- 
heim II. As Bull recalls. she was a half- 
sister to Honeymoon. Anyway, he won, 
and they were several hundred dollars 
richer when they reported back to the base 
that evening. 


) Hancock’s next visit to Hollywood Park 
was another happy occasion. as Bagdad. 
a colt he owns in partnership with Howard 
Keck. streaked to victory in the $54,350 
Inglewood Handicap. He beat Sea Orbit 
by 3 parts of a length. with Prize Host 
third and the 7-to-10 Fleet Nasrullah. 
fourth. 
Bagdad does everything so easily over 
a fast track like Hollywood Park that he 
fooled his trainer. the very capable Joe 
S. Dunn. The latter thought he had Bag- 
dad ready for 2 stakes earlier in the sea- 
son—the 7-furlong Los Angeles Handicap 
and the 1,';-mile Californian. Bagdad ran 
well in both, wes beaten by Finnegan in 
) the former and hv Fleet Nasrullah in the 
latter. After the victory in the Inglewood. 
Dunn said, “He’s at his peak now. He’s 
never been any better in his career.” 


In the Inglewood. Bagdad caried 121 


and ran the mile and a_ sixteenth in 
1:4045. Fleet Nasrullah. under 127. sur- 
rendered the lead at the top of the stretch. 
after being on top by 3 lengths in the 
early stages. 

In next month’s Gold Cup. Bagdad has 
an impost of 122 pounds. while Fleet 
Nasrullah has 126. The mile and a quarter 
of the Gold Cup is all in Bagdad’s favor, 
appears now that there is a new 
favorite for the richest race of the summer 
in the West.

Hancock promises to be back for that 
one so it looks as though Bagdad hardly 
can miss. 

If he should win. Bagdad will probably 
become the first horse that changed hands 
for only $1 and went on to win a $100.000 
race.

“After that.” Hancock said. “I am 
anxious to see him against Bald Eagle in 
the East.

I believe Bagdad 
will do well. At least. it will be interesting 
to see how they compare next fall.” 

Hancock added that Dunce will be 
shipped to Hollywood Park soon to run 
in the $100.000-added Sunset Handicap 
at a mile and 5 furlongs on closing day.

Improvement in Turf Racing 


New York. When turf racing began 
at Belmont Park in 1954. the fields were 
so full of foreign horses that the events 
were nicknamed “asterisk Derbys” and 
“2nd races.” and the general feeling was 
that only the imports could handle the 
footing and the distance. With the en- 
suing years the course has been vastly 
improved. turns have been banked. and 
trainers have gained confidence in their 
American stock. 

The field for the 11s-mile Bowling 
Green Handicap this year had 5 imported 
horses among its 13 starters. and only 
one of them gained a money position. 
Ken-Love Farm’s Amber Morn finished 
a neck in front of Claiborne Farm's 
Dunce. and J. S. Kroese’s *North Pole 
II, half-brother to *Celtic Ash. was an- 
other neck back in third place. while the 
American-bred Hannah's Hill was fourth. 
The time was 2:2915. two-fifths faster 
than *Celtic Ash’s Belmont win on the 
dirt. 


The odd part of the trend is that 
trainers point their horses for 11- and 
12-furlong grass races: a few years 


ago races of this distance on the 
dirt failed to draw more than a dribble 
of entries. Since the opening of Belmont 
Park on June 1. 12 turf course races 
have all filled. usually with limit fields. 
and one race had to be split. Six were at 
7 furlongs. 4 at 1°, miles. and the Bowl- 
ing Green at 114 miles. There’s a new 
game with new names. 

The longest winning margin in the 
dozen races to date was 2 lengths. The 
$25.000 Edgemere on opening day had 
a 5-horse photo finish. and a $10.000 
overnight event saw 4 horses within a 
length of each other. You may not be 
able to figure out what turf racing is 
going to prove in America, where the 
majority of the competition is on dirt. but 
you can’t take away the excitement and 
color the grass events provide. Excitement. 
after all, is what makes the game. 

The turf events also seem to bring out 
a better grade of horsemanship. The 
Bowling Green was an example. Had not 
Pete Anderson skimmed the hedge and 
the rail on the final turn with Amber 
Morn—*‘He was cutting grass that even 
the lawn mowers can’t get to.” said Pete 
—the colt never would have made the 
money. Anderson guided Amber Morn 
inside the pace-setting *Tudor Admiral 
when nearing the stretch and gained 3 
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Bagdad took the lead frem Sea Orbit in the last few strides and won Holly- 


wood Park’s Inglewood Handicap. Earlier he won the San Antonio Handicap. 


lengths on Dunce and *North Pole Il. 
which went around the field. 

The Bowling Green was the first stakes 
victory for Amber Morn. which had travel- 
ed in the upper claiming echelons for 
some time. The 4-year-old was raced by 
Capt. Harry F. Guggenheim’s Cain Hoy 
Stable until trainer Hirsch Jacobs bought 
him privately. along with a colt named 
Blue Wind Boy. for something like $25.- 
060. Amber Morn was subsequently claim- 
ed by trainer Jimmy Hastie for $15.000 
and has won a total of $62.000 for his 
new owners. Allen E. Kennedy and Milton 
Abelove. of Utica. N.Y. 

Belmont’s turf excellent 
shape after a varied career. When it was 
constructed in 1954. there were 2 dirt 
portions of the track where the diagonal 
Widener straightaway intersected the 
course. Some horses could not adapt to 
the rapid change of footing. and mgre- 
one came in the final 
eighth of a mile. In 1957 the turns were 
banked, and a year later the track be- 
came a complete oval of grass when the 
straightaway was abolished. With the 


course in 


over. crossing 
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cpening of Aqueduct in September of 
1959 and the subsequent 62-day spring 
meeting there. Belmon’t turf had a fine 
growing period. which was reflected by 
the 12 turf events in the first 16 days of 
the meeting. 

The turf is about 60 per cent illahee 
and creeping red fescue and 40 per cent 
Kentucky and Merion blue grass. but of 
course some patches must be replaced with 
growing turf when there is no time for 
seeding. Other grasses are used for over- 
seeding. depending on the time of the 
year. and there is a year-round fertilizing 
program. The grass is cut at a 4-inch 
height. which seems to provide the best 
balance between growing condition and 
racing condition. and the cut grass is 
picked up with a_ king-sized vacuum 
cleaner. All that is needed now is a rail 
or hedge all the way around the 11- 
furlong course. and it will be without 
peer. At present there are widely spaced 
bushes to guide the field down the back- 
stretch. 

If you have trouble keeping your lawn 
green and free of crabgrass, just think of 
the job assigned general superintendent 
Ned Lord at Belmont. The infield is 85 
acres. the turf course itself is 18 acres. 
and the jumping course, inside the turf 
oval. is 15 acres. 


Table Hopper 


Two-year-olds have been competing 
since March 21. the opening day of the 
New York season, but the stakes program 
for young horses has been kept at a 
minimum. There were 2 stakes of $15,000 
added and another of $25.000 value in 
May at Aqueduct. and at Belmont there 
have been only the 2 divisions of the 
$15.000-added National Stallion Stakes 
for the youngsters. None of the winners 
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of these stakes has elicited more excite- 
ment than a well balanced gray colt which 
has won a maiden race and non-winners 
of 2 in his only starts. 

Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s home-bred Table 
Hopper is an exciting sort. like his sire. 
Native Dancer. In his first start. on June 
6. he rushed from fourth to first along 
the rail in less than a furlong to win 
going away. The jockey immediately out- 
side of Table Hopper when he made his 
move said. “I wasn’t wondering who it 
was: I was trying to figure out what it 
was.” 

In his second start Table Hopper made 
the same thrilling late move. this time 
on the outside. Making up more than 5 
lengths in the last quarter-mile. he got 
to the lead and went across the line 
with his ears pricked, reminding fans of 
Native Dancer’s closing rush to beat 
Straight Face in the Metropolitan. when. 
after making up 10 lengths to get his 
head in front, he put his ears forward and 
slid into coasting speed.

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OBITUARY 


John B. Kelly 


John Brendan Kelly, 70-year-old presi- 
dent of the Atlantic City Racing Associa- 
tion, died at his home in the East Falls 
suburb of Philadelphia on the afternoon 
of June 20, less than 2 weeks after leav- 
ing a hospital where he had submitted to 
surgery for cancer of the intestine. 

Mr. Kelly was best known in racing as 
builder and president of the race track 
at Atlantic City, but racing, which he call- 
ed “the greatest relaxation I can find,” 
was an incidental part of a life in which 
he earned distinction as an athlete, as 
creator of a fortune in the construction 
business. as advocate of physical fitness 
for American citizens, and as a forceful 
leader in numerous civic enterprises. 

Born in Philadelphia on October 4, 
1889, Jack Kelly was one of a large and 
remarkable family raised by parents who 
had emigrated from Ireland. His brother 
Walter gained fame as “The Virginia 
Judge” of the theater. Another brother, 
George. winner of a Pulitzer prize, was 
author of the Broadway successes Craig’s 
Wife and The Show-Off. Two others of 
the clan. Patrick Henry and Charles Vin- 
cent Kelly. were well known building con- 
tractors. 

Like his older brothers, John B. Kelly 
began his career as a laborer, and he held 
a lifetime membership in the Philadelphia 
Bricklayers Union No. 1. He excelled as 
a football and basketball player, and at 
sculling he was the world’s best, gaining 
the unique distinction of winning both the 
singles and doubles in the Olympic games 
of 1920 and 1924. Barred from the dia- 
mond sculls in the Royal Henley Regatta 
of 1920 because he had “worked with his 
hands.” he trained his son John B. Jr. 
for his triumph in that event in 1947. 

Mr. Kelly is survived by his wife, who 
shared his interest in physical training 
and in other aspects of his many-sided 
career. Their children, in addition to John 
Jr.. are the famed Princess Grace of Mon- 
aco. Mrs. George Davis. and Mrs. Donald 
C. Levine. 


Dr. Frank F. Bryan 
Dr. Frank F. Bryan, 82, who died June 


14 at his home in Georgetown, Ky., was 
a breeder of Thoroughbreds on a small 
scale for many years, usually selling his 
stock in the yearling auctions. The best 
horse he bred probably was Entracte 
(Stimulus—In Between, by Colin), win- 
ner of the East View Stakes in 1938. Dr. 
Bryan was a graduate of the University 
of Louisville School of Medicine. His 
survivors include his wife, Mrs. Aline 
Hokon Bryan, and 2 sons, Francis F. 
Bryan III, of Miami, and Robert T. Bryan, 
of Georgetown.

Paris. The late Aly Khan’s Charlottes- 
ville. running in the colors of Mme. J. 
Vuillier, has succeeded to the position of 
leadership held by Angers until the Wor- 
den colt broke a leg in the Derby at 
Epsom and had to be destroyed. 

On May 22, the day the Sicambre colt 
Pharamond won the Prix Daru at Long- 
champ, Charlottesville made his first start 
of the season in a small handicap over 
144 miles and won in good style. The 
colt had not wintered well, but the high 
esteem in which his connections held him 
was soon justified. On May 29 he won 
the Prix Lupin over 1,5; miles, beating 
the pacemaker Mincio (Relic—Merise, by 
Le Pacha) by three-quarters of a length, 
with Atrax (Pharis—Sembrana, by Hy- 
perion) third, 2 lengths farther away. 

Despite this performance, Charlottes- 
ville was only second favorite in the 114- 
mile Prix du Jockey Club at Chantilly on 
June 12. First choice was Francois Du- 
pre’s Bonjour (Hard Sauce—Merry Morn, 
by Borealis), which had won his last 2 
races by impressive margins over moder- 
ate opposition. 

The going was perfect for the classic. 
George Moore kept Charlottesville well 
behind the early pace of Hermon, sent 
him through an opening on the rails at 
the turn into the straight, and brought 
him home, still running easily, 3 lengths 
ahead of Night and Day (Soleil Levant— 
Nuit de Noces, by Nosca), which held a 
short head advantage over the late-running 
Bonjour. The others. in order of finish, 
were Puissant Chief, Le Ventoux, Phara- 
mond, Wordpam, Pin Point. Mincio, Ren- 
nes. Flores. Nelson, Hermon. Kirkes.

ENGLAND 
The Royal Ascot Meeting 


Ascot. For the eighth time since the 
war, the Ascot Gold Cup has gone to 
France. This time it was the 4-year-old 
Sheshoon. owned by the late Aly Khan 
and trained by Alec Head. which lifted 
this coveted trophy plus a £10,928 stakes. 

Ridden by Australian George Moore, 
Sheshoon beat the Italian colt Exar by 
114 lengths. with the French runners Le 
Loup Garou. Bel Baraka. and Minstrel II 
occupying third, fourth. and fifth places 
in a field of only 6 runners. 


This was the first time that the famous 
chocolate and green colors had been suc- 
cessful in the famed 214-mile test since

Lovely Petite Etoile, owned by the estate of Aly Khan and ridden by Lester 


the late Aga Khan won it with Felicitation 
back in 1934. 

Although Sheshoon is trained in France. 
his pedigree is British. He is by the 1933 
Gold Cup winner Precipitation out of the 
Nearco mare Noorani, whose younger 
son Charlottesville (by Prince Chevalier ) 
had won the French Derby (£36,000) only 
2 days before the Royal Ascot meeting 
opened on June 14. 

Sheshoon will return to England for 
the Goodwood Cup next month and the 
Doncaster Cup in September, when Char- 
lottesville will bid fer the St. Leger. The 
chances of the younger half-brother in 
the classic were made to appear very 
good half an hour after the Gold Cup. 
when Marcel Boussac’s Atrax (Pharis— 
Sembrana) won the 114-mile King Ed- 
ward VII Stakes from a strong field of 3- 
year-olds, including Auroy. fourth in the 
Epsom Derby. Atrax had been well beat- 
en by Charlottesville in Paris on May 29. 

Atrax was the first Royal Ascot success 
for the Boussac stable since Macip won 
the Gold Cup 4 years ago. 


3 Promising 2-Year-Olds 


This year’s Royal meeting produced 3 
quite outstanding 2-year-olds in the colts 
Typhoon (Honeyway—Kingsworthy) and 
Floribunda (Princely Gift—Astrentia) 
and the filly Cynara (Grey Sovereign—

Typhoon, trained in Ireland by Paddy 
Prendergast. won the Coventry Stakes 
in most impressive style for his California 
owner Neil S. McCarthy. He will run 
again at Goodwood at the end of July. 
but his main objective is the 1961 Two 
Thousand Guineas. a race which Pren- 
dergast won with Martial this year.

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After a furlong of the run-in, Never Too 
Late was sixth of the 10 runners. and it 
seemed as if she had no chance of getting 
up. Soon afterwards Paimpont was rush- 
ed into the lead. and then Never Too 


Late and Imberline started their chal- 
lenge. but with 100 yards to go, Never 


Too Late was still 4 lengths behind the 
leaders. 

After she got up to win by a narrow 
margin. there was an outburst of Gallic 
accusations such as I had never witnessed. 
Roger Poincelet. who rode the winner, 
claimed that a number of English jockeys 
—he would not name them—had made a 
dead set at him and that was why he had 
been so far behind in the early part of 
the race. Words such as assassins and 
voleurs were freely bandied about. 

Then Baron Guy de Rothschild publicly 
accused Poincelet of interfering with Im- 
berline in the last 50 yards. If Imberline 
had finished second he would have lodged 
an objection, he said. The altercation be- 
tween the Baron and Poincelet. which 
lasted some 10 minutes, was not a digni- 
fied spectacle. 

There was no doubt that when making 
her final challenge Never Too Late had 
veered toward the far rails and had 
caused Imberline’s rider to snatch up 
his mount to avoid running into the heels 
of Paimpont. but I do not think it made 
any difference to the result, for Imber- 
line finished 2 lengths behind Paimpont. 
But it was certainly tough luck on the 
Baron, whose Shantung (Imberline’s half- 
brother) was so unfortunate in last year’s

The Great Gray Filly 


Petite Etoile’s win in the Coronation 
Cup on June 2 was the most thrilling 
performance anyone has seen in_ this 
country for 50 years. Old-timers compared 
it favorably with the deeds of Pretty Polly 
and Sceptre. 

There were only 2 other runners for 
this 114-mile race over the Derby course. 
last year’s Derby winner Parthia and the 
Queen’s colt Above Suspicion. It was the 
first time that Derby and Oaks winners 
had met as 4-year-olds since Ard Patrick 
defeated Sceptre in the 1903 Eclipse 
Stakes. 

Two furlongs from home we saw Par- 
thia in the lead, hard ridden by Harry 
Carr. with Petite Etoile about 3 lengths 
behind him, but inside the final furlong 
Lester Piggott, without even moving his 
hands, let out a reef on Petite Etoile. The 
result was electrifying. This magnificent 
gray filly had only to lengthen her stride 
to glide past Partha to win. still hard held. 
by a length and a half. 

How the late Aly Khan would have 
revelled in such a display by a filly 
which can have no superior in Europe, if 
anywhere. Petite Etoile will run next in
